WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)—

day on the Senate’s doorsteps, with 
indications that it would be aban- 
doned there. 

A 273-to-116 House vote sent it 
over yesterday despite arguments 
by southern opponents that it and 
other civil rights bills are likely

It was the fifth time in less than 


10 years that the House has gone 
through the formality of passing 
such a bill. Four times previously 
the Senate has refused to consider 


the bills in the face of threatened 


filibusters. 

The filibuster threat was raised 
in as the House passed the 
fifth bill. 

“The bill has about as much 
chance of passage in the Senate 
as a bird-size snowball has in 
hades,” said Repreenstative 
Wheeler (Dem.), Georgia, who op- 
posed it. A filibuster, if nothing 
else, will stop it, he added. 

Southerners tried to filibuster 
it off the House floor but debate 
limitations blocked them after two 
days. In the Senate debate can 
go on and on. 

Predicted Effect in South. 


Should the Senate reverse prece- 
dent and pass the bill, opponents 
said, one immediate effect will be 
that the southern poll tax states 
will order split ballots for future 
elections. Under this procedure, 
candidates for federal office would 
be listed on one ballot and can- 
didates for state and local office 
on another. A voter who has paid 
his poll tax would get both bal- 
lots, while the voter who had not 
paid would get only the federal 
ballot. 

The bill applies only to primary 
and general elections for Presi- 
dent, vice president and members 
of Congress. It does not affect 
strictly state and local elections. 

It says that payment of a poll 
tax shall not be a condition that 
must be met before a person 
otherwise qualified can vote in a 
federal election. Such a condition, 
the bill states, is “an impairment 
of the republican form of govern- 
ment.” 

Provisions of Bill. 

The bill would make it unlawful 
for an election officer to deprive 
a person of, a federal ballot be- 
cause he hasn't paid the poll tax. 
It mentions no specific penalty, 
but. its backers said a penalty is 
provided under general civil stat- 
utes now in force. 

The seven southern poll tax 
states in which, the bill’s back- 
ers say, hundreds of thousands of 
persons are disfranchised, are Ar- 
kansas, Texas, Tennessee, South 
Carolina, Virginia, Mississippi and 
Alabama.

The pact now will go to the 
Council of the Republic—the upper 
house of France's legislature— 
which is expected to give speedy 
approval. 

Debate in the Assembly brought 
tempers to the boiling point. At 
one stage the legislators became 
so uproarious it was necessary to 
recess. 

Arms Aid Wanted. 

Most of the criticism, apart 
from Communist sniping, came be- 
cause no express. provision was 
made for the United States to sup- 
ply military aid to European coun- 
tries immediately. 

Following the vote Deputy Rene 
Capitant—one of Gen. Charles de 


Gaulle’s followers—proposed an 
amendment to delay ratification 
until France had obtained from 
the United States precise details 
on what arms and other material 
would be furnished under the 
pact, and details of what part 
France will have in the defense 
organizations set up in the frame- 
work of the pact. 

Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man conceded that Capitant was 
justified in worrying about such 
Matters but said the amendment 
would create too many practical 
difficulties. 

However, Schuman sald, the 
Government was ready to accept 
a mandate from the legislature 
under which it woud solemnly de- 
clare at the moment of ratifica- 
tion that the pact would not work 
without arms and an efficient Eu- 
ropean defense set-up. 

Appeased by this, the Assembly 
voted down Capitant’s amend- 
ment 348 to 66. 

(The United Press quoted in- 
formed Paris sources as saying 
France would ask the United 
States soon for arms to equip 20 
divisions. 

(Since France would have to

Acheson said also the State De- 
partment has been advised that 
Randall Gould, editor of the Amer- 
ican-owned Shanghai Evening 
Post and Mercury, has been held 
since noon yesterday (Shanghai 
time) without food, water or sleep 
by newspaper plant workers de- 
manding separation bonuses. 

Acheson said the United States 
Consul at Shanghai reported the 
workers besieging Gould were 
banging on the doors of his office 
to keep him from sleeping, and 
had turned aside food and water 
sent to him from the outside. 
Gould’s paper. closed down after 
the Communists occupied Shang- 
hai and dispatches from China 
said the workers were demanding 
in severance pay, which 
Gould insisted was not available 
to him in Shanghai. 

Despite repeated warnings to 
Americans to get out, Acheson 
noted, the last ship to sail from 
Shanghai before the Communists 
moved in last May had much 
empty space. Now, he said, the 
British steamer Anchises is about 
to leave for Hong Kong and will 
take out as many as possible of 
those who now want to ve. At 
last report there were Ameri- 
cans in China, 1580 in Communist- 
held Shanghai. 

Asked whether the situation in 
China is building up to a crisis, 
Acheson said the developments 
are what might have been ex- 
pected.

The Cardinal’s letter to Mrs. 
Roosevelt, dated last Th 
was made public Friday morning 
before it reached Hyde Park by 
mail. 

In New Tork, a secretary to the 
Cardinal said there was no imme- 
diate reply to Mrs. Roosevelt's 
letter. In his letter of last week 
the Cardinal said “I shall not 
again publicly acknoweldge you.” 

The Cardinal’s attack on Mrs.

Lehman, Bernard Baruch and the 
Rt. Rev. Charles K. Gilbert, Pro- 
testant Episcopal Bishop of New 
York. 

Acknowledges Letters.

The Public Affairs Committee 
of Freedom House, which includes 
the officers of the organization 
devoted to world freedom, said 
that “we deplore the attack upon 
Mrs. Roosevelt by Cardinal Spel- 
ian.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, the statement 
added, “is so far above the shadow 
of suspicion of religious intoler- 
ance that any such suggestion 
would normally be ignored as un- 
worthy of comment. The direct 
attack upon her by a responsible 
leader of our community is there- | 
fore a source of amazement.” | 

The executive committee of the 
New York state board of directors 
of Americans for Democratic Ac- | 
tion yesterday expressed concern 
over “the interjection of personal 
and religious beliefs into the dis- 
cussion of public affairs,” 

The committee affirmed its con- 
fidence in Mrs, Roosevelt as “a 
person devoted to tolerance and 
mutual respect” and deplored any 
„personal attack” based on differ- 
ing opinions. 

At New York, Rabbi Irving 
Miller, chairman of the American 
Jewish Congress’s executive com- 
mittee, said yesterday his organ- 
ization still stands for separation 
of state and church. 

He added: “It would be er- 
tremely unfortunate if false and 
malicious charges of bigotry that 
have been made are permitted to 
becloud and distort the issue of 
fundamental importance now be 
fore the people of this country, or 
to intimidate those who must 
make the ultimate decisions.” 

He said the American Jewish 
Congress would oppose any legis- 
lation “which, by permitting pub- 
lic funds to be used for sectarian 
education, violates the fundamen- 
tal democratic principle of the 
separation of church and state.” 

At Cleveland, a group of Cleve- 
land Protestant leaders came to

FOREIGN TRADE ZONE HERE) 


The possibility of establishing a a 
foreign trade zone in St. Louis 
was discussed today at City Hall |: 
by Thomas E. Lyons, executive] 
secretary of the Foreign Trade 
Zones Board of the Department |: 
of Commerce, and Mayor Joseph | 
M. Darst. 

Importation of foreign goods for 
transhipment and in some cases 
for processing before tranship- 
ment is permitted in such zones 
without payment of import duties, 
Lyons told the Mayor. He cited 
the use of such a zone at New 
Orleans for the curing of im- 
ported Brazil nuts. <As the nuts 
lose considerable weight during 
the process, the duty payments 
are less after the curing than if 
levied prior to the processing 
and American labor is used in the 
process, 5 
Lyons suggested furs might be 
a commodity that could be pro- 
cessed here in a foreign trade 
zone if one were established. 
Mayor Darst commented that a 
proposed expansion of the city’s 
wharf facilities near the foot of 
North Market street might make 
possible a foreign trade zone here. 
No such zones have been estab- 
lished thus far in an inland city. 


RECORD CITY GASOLINE SALES 
FOR FIRST HALF - YEAR PERIOD 


Gasoline sales subject to the city 
tax during the first six months of 
this year were greater than the 
sales in the first six months of 
any other year since the tax was 
enacted, Budget Director E. G. 
Schubkegel reported yesterday. 
During the period which ended 
June 30, there were 68,922,000 gal- 
lons sold and the tax received, at 
the rate of 1 cent a gallon, was 
$689,220, Schubkegel reported. The 
sales exceeded those of the first 
six months of 1948 by 2,829,000 
gallons, or 4.28 per cent. 
They were higher than for any 
other six months period in the 
city’s history, except the last six 
months in 1941, when 71,479,000 
gallons subject to the tax were 
sold. Because sales are always 
greater in the last six months of 
any year, Schubkegel said he ex- 
pected that sales in the next six 
months would surpass those of the 
last half of 1941, and that the 
total for the year would be the 
greatest in the city’s history. 
Half of the receipts from the | 
tax are placed in the municipal 
revenue fund and the remainder 
is used to retire bonds for street 
improvement purposes.

There is so much to be done before the coun- 
tries of Africa will be able to govern themselves, 
and the colonial powers are not able to do it all. 
England, fot example, is sending hundreds of 
Africans to universities abroad to prepare them 
for government posts in their native land, but 
elementary education in Africa is slight and high- 
er education is almost non-existent. 

What an outlet it would be for American ener- 
gies and talents, and above all for the American 
spirit of freedom, to pitch in and help the peo- 
ples of Africa gain fitness for the self- 
government and liberties we already enjoy! The 
United States is far abler financially than Eng- 
land to be teaching Africans the arts of self- 
government in its universities; why not do it? 
Why not let Africa have the benefit of Ameri- 
can technicians with no thought of profit—ex- 
cept, that is, the biggest of all profits, which a 
free people earns by keeping its freedom fresh 
and vigorous and expanding. 

There are “practical” reasons, as they might 
be called, for pursuing this course. One of 
them is that otherwise the Communists might 
take over the minds of the Africans, whose mis- 
ery makes them susceptible to the Marxist ideal- 
isms behind which Russian nationalism masks 
its purposes. Communization in Africa would 
endanger the airfields built on the west coast 
of Africa during World War II, would endanger 
the defenses of the Suez Canal and the Middle 
Eastern oil fields which would have to be car- 
ried out from Kenya and Tanganyika if the 
Mediterranean were closed. 

There are still other dangers which should 
induce the United States to help out for practi- 
cal considerations. 

Unrest on the continent is being stirred to a 
near-explosive state by the orgy of prejudice 
which the Malan Government is indulging in 
the Union of South Africa. It is persecuting In- 
dians, Britishers, Jews, Catholics, Masons, Com- 
munists, Negroes and mulattoes, a hodge-podge 
of hate that ought to show, if nothing else does, 
how true it is that prejudice is indivisible. 

But to act for these “practical” reasons alone 
would be merely countering Communism, or 
countering Malanism—and democracy is more 
than a counter, it is an affirmation of itself. 

In Africa, American democracy has a golden 
chance to affirm itself positively. It can bring 
light into a continent still dark. Not by mere 
money, but by the zeal of a free people to give 
of themselves and their knowledge and their 
skills to lift up less favored peoples into freedom, 

Isn’t that a challenge to stir the imagination 
of many Americans?

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Ihe Same Phone Questions 
St. Louis, Kansas.City and other Missouri 
cities are planning ‘much the same arguments on 
Southwestern Bell’s “second round” rate in- 
crease that they made on the first round.

There is none of the arm’s-length 
bargaining that assures fair prices where com- 
petition is open and vigorous. The Missouri 
cities have the moral backing of other cities 
and state commissions that have raised the same 
objection, and of the Truman Administration, 
which has started an anti-trust suit to divorce 
Western Electric from the Bell System. 

The cities are also questioning an eccentric 
policy of the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion. Funds to replace obsolete and worn-out 
equipment are contributed by the rate-payers, so 
most states admit no depreciation funds into 
utility rate bases. The Missouri commission, how- 
ever, admits about half of the depreciation funds. 

St. Louis and Kansas City also urge a rate- 
making method that clears some of the legalistic 
underbrush from what is a difficult problem at 
best. This is the end result” method that the 
Supreme Court approved in the Hope Natural 
Gas case. It sets up thd rule that a rate is fair 
when it leaves a fair profit for the stockholders 
after all proper expenses have been charged.

A driver needs four things for his own good and the good of others, 
New Jersey state publication says: good physical condition, know!- 
edge of vehicles and of the law, driving skill, and courteous attitude 
toward other motorists; recommends habit of “defensive” driving. 


From Traffic Safety; Reprinted from the Trenton Evening Times 


Practically everyone who has driven 
motor vehicles for a long period has an ex- 
ultant opinion of his own ability to drive. 
Many have a tendency to overrate them- 
selves when thinking in terms of safety. 

Generally speaking, it is usually possible 
to determine what type of driver has been 
operating a certain vehicle by merely walk- 
ing around it and by ascertaining how 
many fenders have been bent, how many 


dents show, and how many other marks of 


carelessness are pictured on the outside 
body of the vehicle. N 

In the operation of a motor vehicle, the 
proof of driving ability lies in one factor 
and one factor alone: Have we been in- 
volved in accidents or have we been able 
to keep our records clear? 

There are four basic requirements that 
go a long way toward making a really good 
driver. 


Four Basie Needs 


1. A good physical condition. 

2. Knowledge of the operation of the ve- 
hicle and of the traffic laws. 

3. Development of driving skill. 

4. Correct attitude toward other users of 
the highway. 

A good driver, not only those who make 
their living behind the whéel but those who 
keep personal cars, should keep in top 
physical condition. He must be alert. His 
reaction time must be short. In other 
words, he must be able to see danger, rec- 
ognize it, and physically respond to it in 
sufficient time to avert trouble. He must 
be able to sée clearly without eye strain. 

Becoming fatigued, drinking, or using 
narcotics are several of the worst things 
any driver can do, for these things natur- 
ally affect his physical well-being and have 
a tendency to befuddle him when an 
emergency arises. 

He should have not only a technical 
knowledge of how to operate a motor ve- 
hicle but also a legal knowledge of traffic 


rules and regulations, and he must under- 


stand why such rules and regulations are 
necessary. Every holder of a driver's li- 
cense should take time to review the 
state’s existing traffic laws and should 
7 50 abreast of changes in the code. 


Knowledge goes even further than 
merely becoming familiar with regulations, 
it also enters into the phase of physics. A 
driver today should know something about 
the dangers of centrifugal force which is 
sweeping so many motorists off curves 
when they take a curve at too great a 
speed. He should know more about kinetic 
energy and the part it plays in tearing up 
not only equipment but human bodies 
whenever an impact occurs between a fast- 
moving vehicle and a solid object. 


Skill Takes Practice 


The third requirement, skill, takes train- 
ing and practice and requires that he be 
able to continue to learn. Far too many 
drivers forget the close calls they have had. 
Too many drivers fail to profit by their 
mistakes while driving, and often the repe- 
tition of a mistake may mean death, in- 
jury or property damage. The skillful 
driver thinks about these things and prof- 
its by every mistake he has made in the 
past. : 5 
Fourth, and perhaps the most important 
of all, is the development of proper atti- 
tudes in driving which eventually bring 
greater courtesy and consideration for our 
fellow man. It ig sometimes difficult to 
keep from taking advantage of another in 
the operation of a motor vehicle, while in 
too many cases serious accidents have oc- 
curred as a result of attempting to take 
from others their legal rights. With the 
development.of a correct attitude, defensive 
driving becomes a habit. 

Defensive driving is merely a way of say- 
ing, “I keep my vehicle under control,” or 
“I depend on myself instead of the other 
fellow.” It means that the driver responds 
to natural hazards such as ice, snow, rain, 
wet pavements, playgrounds and areas with 


heavy pedestrian movement. It means 


driving according to conditions. which are 
present, '

RAILWAY TO EXTEND 
AUTOMATIC SYSTEM 
OF ENGINE SIGNALS 


OMAHA, July 27 (AP)—The Un- 
ion Pacific Railroad will install 


automatic cab signals on 279 


miles of mainline double track be- 
tween Omaha and North Platte, 
Neb., at a cost of more than $2,- 
500,000, P. J. Lynch, vice president 
in charge of operations, said yes- 
terday. i 

The project will start at once 
and is expected to be completed by 
the fall of 1950. 

Lynch said when this project is 
completed, automatic cab signals 
will be in use on 755 miles of the 
817 miles of double main line track 
between Omaha and Green River, 
Wyo. A 250-mile project between 
Laramie, Wyo., and Green River 
is expected to be completed this 
fall at a cost of $1,554,000.

“The rec- 
ommendation made today should 
standardize the enforcement of 
that rule.” 

The assembled intercollegiate 
sports chiefs recommended four 
minor text revisions in next sca- 
son’s playing rules after listening 
to Arthur Hutchins of Lake 
Wales, Fia., commissioner of the 
35-college Southern Conference 
and secretary of the football ruie 
committee. . 

The most important change 
would place umpires and field 
judges closer to the line of scrim- 
mage to spot infractions unno- 
ticed by other officials.

OME children seem to be born with their nerves on their 

skins so that every experience with people and things 

irritates them. They cry about things that other children 
take in their stride. When it is time for bed they cry, kick 
and go into tantrums. When it is time to rise and be bathed 
and dressed they go through the same performance and their 
mothers are worn to a frazzle, Nothing seems to help, nothing 
seems to ward off the whining, crying, kicking spell. 

This kind of child is a sore trial to himself and to his 
family, but he must be borne with patiently. Spanking will 
only aggravate the trouble. One must call on all his spiritual 
power, all his love and patience and common sense and do 
what is possible to do without getting into the same state as 
the child.

West opened his fourth highest 
diamond. The three was „played 
from dummy, East put up the 
eight and South won with the ten. 
South now led the spade seven 
and, when West followed suit with 
the four, put in dummy’s nine. 
East could have saved something 
for his side by holding up the 
jack, but that hold-up would have 
given dummy three spade tricks, 
and the declarer would have been 
on safe ground, with three spades, 
two hearts, two diamonds and two 
clubs. Actually, East took the 
trick and shifted to hearts. South 
won, and when he led his remain- 
ing spade, West’s queen was a 
pleasant sight. Now South could 
run off four spade tricks. 

There are two outstanding points 
in this deal, one defensive and the 
other a matter of declarer’s play. 
Let’s tackle the defense first. West 
should have gone right in with 
the spade queen on the first lead 
of that suit. His queen was value- 
less if South had the jack (which 
was scarcely possible); and if East 
had the jack it was imperative for 
West to prevent what actually oc- 
curred—the passing of the first 
spade. West could easily keep 
the diamond queen from becom- 
ing an entry, by holding up the 
ace if declarer played the king, 
or by putting up the ace if de- 
clarer played the diamond nine, 

Now for declarer’s error. It was 
so important to preserve the dia- 
mond queen as an entry, that 
South should have taken the first 
trick with the diamond king, so 
that after establishing spades, he 
could get back to dummy via the 
diamond queen.
